On June 6, 1957 at 2i30 am, the SUBJECT was on the side 
walk in front of the Vegas Club, 5508 Oak Lawn, He was in an 
intoxicated condition and upon being arre s-t ed Fy Police Officers, 
he resisted bodily, JACK RUBY was present at this tine and as 
the SUBJECT was fighting the officers, JACK RUBY struck him over 
the head with a black jack. 

Copies of the jail arrest cards and of the arrest work 
sheets ate attached to the original of this report. The SUBJECT 
had two prior arrests; one on June 2, 1950 as a juvenile when he 
was charged with destruction of private property and the other- 
on April 20, 1954 when he was charged in city court with loitering 
in a pool hall. The arrest sheet on the arrest as a juvenile have 
been misplaced, a copy of the disposition card is attached to the 
original of this report. The copy of the arrest cards and of the 
work sheets on the arrest in 1954 are also attached to the 
original of this report.
